TO GLOSE AT 5 P.M. 


In a recent survey taken on a Thursday 
evening at 9:30 p.m., it was found that 


the various departments of, this university 


had found no way and no means of keeping 
their offices open in order to provide 
secretarial help for evening students. 
This situation must be remedied as soon 
as possible. One student, interviewed 
said: "It is imperative, that I can con- 
@: people here in the university after 
5:00 pom. at night, since I am taking 
evening courses". The same student 
stated that it is difficult for him to 
get in touch with people during the day, 
Since too many personal calls made from 
his place of work is frowned upon by 
his employer. If a student in a position 
like this wants to contact a professor or 
a department in a matter as important as 
a course change or course guidance, he 
will encounter difficulties in getting 
in touch with his professor, as the only 
time he may be in a position to make a 
phone call, may not be convenient for 
the professor. It should be pointed 
| eo that the professors themselves do 
-,~ give time during the evening for appoint- 
ments. The problem is simply that if 
you need information on a specific de- 
partment, the type of courses that are 
offered, or any other information per- 
taining to the evening curriculum, you 
cannot get this information after five 
o'clock in the evening. WHY! Because 
the secretaries who give this kind of 
service during the daytime are not 


available to assist the evening students. . 


We realize that in this day and age it 
is probably difficult to find people who 
are willing to work after five, but 
bearing in mind the fact that 11,000 
students attend this university at night, 
the fact that such a service is not 
available to the, sadly short-—changes 
these 11,000 students. Nor indeed is 
there any excuse for the lack of 
secretarial help available after five. 
If there are two or three secretaries 

in a department there should be no 
difficulty involved in having these 
girls rotate in a shift system on a 
weekly or monthly basis in order to 
provide this service so badly needed 

by the evening students. 


In the survey taken, the following 
departments were completely unreachable - 
just about the whole building was dead 

in this aspect - : Faculty of Arts, 

the Dean's Office, History Department, 
The Department of Psychology, The Office 
of Guidance Services, The Department of 
Education, Dean of Students' Offices, 

The Department of Philosophy, The 
Department of modern languages and 
linguistics, The Department of Economics, 
The Department of Religion. The Instruct— 
ional Media Office was open, but then, 

of course, the Instructional Media Office 
makes some money. 


Here is a real beauty, the crown on all 
our findings; on the door of the Mathe- 
matics Department there was a sign 
reading: PLEASE KEEP THIS DOOR LOCKED 
AFTER 5 P.M., signed N.E. Smith, 
Chairman Engineering Division.

The Mechanical Engineering Department 
and the Dean of Science Office were 
also closed. 


In what way could an evening student 
have obtained any information pertaining 
to any of the Departments mentioned on 
that particular evening. How can they 
get service any evening if this univer- 
sity is to close after 5:00 p.m.? 
Obviously something -has to be done in 
order to afford the evening student the 
same kind of service which is so readily 
available to the day student. Should 
any of the Departments mentioned have 
secretarial help available on any evening 
during the week, please let us have this 
information, so that we may convey this 
to the student body.

CARMICHAEL 


The morning after Stokeley Carnichael 
spoke to a full house (estimate :1000 
people) here at Sir George. I inter- 
viewed over 190 students and a few staff 
members. 175 had n ot been there (some 
couldn't get teckets and the majority 
hadn't heard about it). The 17 I found 
who had been there all promised to write 
their impressions and submit them to

Brother Stokeley's address left a 
distinct impression on all who attended 
whether favorable or adverse -- black 
listeners left with a renewed sense of 
pride in their blackness and many whites 
who consider themselves liverals were 
alienated. They were willing to concede 
that the black man's cause may be 

just and that he should be treated as an 
equal, but were appalled at Stokeley's 
conviction that violence is the only 
resort left to the black man. They wére 
willing to give money and sympathy but 
not to concede to violence mainly because 
of fear for their own skins -- many whites 
erroneously believed that when Stokeley 
stated that the black man would use any 
means deemed necessary to further his 
cause, that he was advocating blacks to get 
guns and launch a full-scale attack on 
every white man walking the streets. 


At this point Stokeley clearly distinguish 
distinguished between organized, institu- 
tional racism as a by-product of the 
capitalist system and individual racism, and 
stressed the fact that blacks were waging 
an attack against organized racism and not 
against atl whites. But Stokeley stated 
that in the end it was the white man's 
actions not his mouth which would 
determine his outcome. 


see Israel get screwed because according to 


Stokeley made it crystal clear that: | 

1) this time, as never before, the black . 
man will fight back against his white 
oppressor because he knows from expe- 

rience that if he turns the other cheek 

he will only get it WITH THE OTHER FIST! 


2)if the black man cannot enjoy the 
frouts of the country which was built 
by the sweat of his back (U.S.A.) then 
nobody will. 


3)the blacks do not need or want the 
white man's help -- in the past he has 
proved to be inconsistent and undermined 
every black organization. 


A certain Indian who claimed to represent 
a delegation of Hurons from Caughnawaga 
bitterly attacked brother Stokeley for 
speaking of Canadian Indians as an 
oppressed people. He was offended because ~ 
he feared that such a remark would provoke 
comparison of the Canadian Indian's plight 

to that of the black man (whom he 

considers to be, along with the white man, 
inferior to him) and viewed the name 

"Tndian" as sacred and only to be uttered 

by Indians who "will fight their own 
battles". Brother Stokeley never for one 
instant attempted to speak for the Indians 
out was merely "telling it like it really 
is". However, if you choose to close y 
eyes to the situation of your Canadi 
brothers and wld such a relentless 
position, that is your business and your 
right but I can only feel sorry for you -- 
life is too short and there are too many 
constructive things to be done for me to 
waste one minute of my time hating 
anyone. 


BLACK AND PROUD 


In brief Stokeley Carmichael turned me 
off. While I still support "black power" 
and violent means to gain equality for 
the black man, I cannot - J shall not 
support the movement which claims to be_ 
the chief spokesman for this concept. 

In my eyes the black power movement is 
based on anti-semitism. Since the war 
that term has become too dirty a word 

to be used, and, thus, euphemisms such . 
as anti-zionism and anti-Israelism, | 
have replaced it. But the meaning has 

not changed. According to Carmichael 

white America has ridden to dominance 

in the world on the backs of black 
America. That is true. White America 

has made s--- of its negroes -— I hope

Afro-Americans, in turn, make s--- of 


the U.S. However, black power wants to 
ride to dominance on the blacks of Jews- 
Zionists, according to them there is a 
Zionist plot to f--- negroes and other 
minority groups — Zionism is merely 
another blend of white racism. And 
Carmichael's story is merely another 
blend of "The Protocols of the Elders 

of Zion" scare. Well, my back is not 
going to be ridden! If Carmichael wants.

World Force now blossoming he is not | 
going to use me as his scapegoat - as his 
means to his end.

Not long ago Professor A. Brune brought 
in two of her English classes - to view 
and discuss a rather startling film 
"PARABLE" - and there are many more such 
films available. 


What is the place DIALOGUE? 


It was opened on March 10, 1966, by the 
United Church of Canada, concerned over 
the fact that a growing number of people, 
youth especially, have little or no use 
for the Church. Somehow its image is 
Oe—dated, unrelated to our day, far 
from the spirit of "constestation". 
Hence this new centre known as DIALOGUE, 
open to all, is an effort to establish 
renewed communications. 





This is a five-year experiment, a sort 

of coffee-shop and discoteque, a new form 
for the unchurched, which function cannot 
be confined to the mere handing out of 
'information', as the United Church has 
already a Church Centre and 75 congregations 
in the Montreal area. Gradually the idea 
imposed itself that giving out information 
whether verbal or printed was not adequate, 
though this remains a large share of the 
work. Why would inquirers, whether un- 
churched or not, seek information about 
the Gospel in a downtown store location 
rather than in one of our 75 churches? 

Was it not necessary to learn something 
about what prevented them to make use 

of our churches? Should not such know- 
ledge be passed on back to our churches? 


Hence, gradually, the name of "DIALOGUE" 
was conceived, not merely as a sign but 
as a method of activity. Dialogue is a 
transformed store, near two large univer- 
sities, not far from the Roman Catholic 


Ecumenical Centre with which it cooperates. 
It is set up as a reading-room, with a 
wide variety of books and magazines, in 
Films and filn- 
strips may be shown, records used, there 


are facilities for group meetings and 


coffee.and_—tea-making facilities en- 
couraging fellowship. 


Groups as well as individuals make tse 
of it; an average of over 100 visitors 
come in monthly - mainly 35 years of 
age and under —- half English, half 
French speaking. Many inter-church 
groups, seeking to study or launch 
new projects, have found DIALOGUE 

& very useful centre.

Come and meet new people, exchange 
ideas, search, think and grow!

Observation: We are surprised to note that 
no reference is made on this card as to the 
source. 


some of you may have seen this card and some 
may even have signed it and sent it away. 
Some of you, however, may be left with the 
same kind of questions, which occurred to 
me and which I would like to share with you. 


Firstly, the card just mentions "mother" and 
neglects to state whether or not this "woman" 
is married. In case this "woman" happens to 
be married, the decision whether or not she 
wants the unborn child should not be hers 
alone, but should be arrived at in consult- 
ation with her husband. Any married woman 
making a decision like this; without consult 
ation with her husband, takes the chance 

of putting her marriage into jeopardy. In 
case the young woman is unmarried the father 
of her unborn child may be perfectly willing 
to share the responsibility involved in giv- 
ing birth to the child, and the child may 
not be as undesired as the young woman 
assumes it to be. 


But let us assume that the child is really 
undesired at a certain period of her preg- 
nancy. Should this expectant mother not 
ask herself the question at what moment 

in this pregnancy is my baby already alive? 
Could it be that this. baby of mine is 
already a living sould from the moment of 
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conception? How would I feel if this should 
be the only time in my life, that I can 

give birth to a child of my own? In case 
this should be so would I not always doubt 
whether my inability to bear children might 
be due to the abortion I am now contemplating? 


Any person feeling mature enough to have a 
sexual life, should also be aware of the 
consequences which might have to be faced 
as a result of an immature relationship, 
where partners do not have enough respect 
for one another to insure one another's 
mental, spiritual and physical well-being. 


It seems to me that any woman who feels she 
should have the right to decide whether 

an unplanned pregnancy should be inter- 
rupted or not, should not have any qualms 
whatsoever in seeing to it that pregnancy 
does not occur, by assuring that one of the 
many methods to prevent conception is used. 
Family planning has been made easy enough 
for any couple, not to have to resort to 

a decision which may not leave them in 
peace for the rest of their lives. 


Granted, any person should have the right 
to make vital decisions in any personal 
situation, but careful thought should be 
given to any decision which involves the 
destroying of human life, whether physic- 
ally or psychologically.
